The 
British-North American délegates in 
this country havé now therefore, in 
accepting provisionally the union of 
British Columbiag to make such terms 
as will insure thei a continuous terri: 
tory between the; two oceans. In a

68 and 59, when the discovery of its 
rich mines first flashed across the in-

sian America had been ceded to the 
United States, “for a trifling consider- 
ation,” than the British press was filled |

profound ignorance all th ese | 
points, Asan instance of this latter | 
class of articles we have one before us | 
from the News of the World, a paper | 
publisked i in London, in which Queen 
Charlotte’ 8 Island is given.to the Rus- 
sian pésessions, and these poxessions | 
are described as: ‘shatting out British 
Columbia entirly front the shores | 
of the Pacific. ” Ofcourse those at all | 
well- informed upon the subject are | 
aware that Queen Charlotte's tan 
belongs to British Columbia and that 
we have a sea-line of al out five hun- 
dred miles, notwithstanding the sta- 
pid blunder, or something worse, of | 
Lord Gastlerea; gh, by which a strip of'| 
land 34 miles wide, and running along 
‘the seashore fora distance of nearly 
’ five hundred miles, was given to Rus- 
sia! A glance at the map must covince 
anyoné that either the yrossest stup- 
idity or the” basest treachery defined 
that oundary: But, somehow, we. 
alway§ do come off second best in the 
matter of boundary. Look at the blun- 
dering: by which we have been ‘cheat- 
ed out; of the Columbia River; or the 
settlement of the boandary between 
New Branswick and Muine, by which, 
through the marvellous geographbi: al 
ignorance of the British Minister, a 
large extent of most valuable territory 

lost. But, to return to our subject, 
Béitish Columbia has. as we have said, 
nearly. five handred miles of sea-line, | 
and is‘no more “shut out” from the 
Pacifié now than'she wes before the 
cession of Russian America. Shestands |
